| Population Of Pivrons 
In U.S. Grows Rapidly 


Prisoners Increasing Much Faster Than 
Free Populace Report From Census

WASHINGTON, Match 28.—In five years the proportion of Ameri- 
can les gerd confined in state penitentiarics has increased more than 20 
per cer 

Instead of falling behind, the prison population is outstripping the 
free population in relative growth. 

The proportion of patients in state hospitals for menial diseases has 
also increased in the same period and over a period of 18 years has jump- 
ed at least 30 per cent. 

These figures are compiled from preliminary reports Of the census 
bureau covering state prisons and reformatories and state hospitals for 
mental cases in 27 states. The states are representative, both sectionally 
and in size. 

At the beginning of 1928 there were 67,724 prisoners in their state 
penal institutions, as compared with 49,192 tin January, 1923, and 41,471 


in 1910, 
Increase Rate Grows 

That meant an increase of about 18,500 in five years as against an 
increase of less than 8,000 fn the preceding 13 years 

During the first and longer period there was an actual relative de- 
crease as compared with the general population change. But the ensuing 
five years told an altogether different story, 

Per 100,000 of general population tn the 27 states there was an av- 
erage of 79 state prisoners in 1910, 72 in 1923 and 88 in 1928. 

The available census reports show that in January, 1928, the largest 
proportionate prison population was that of Nevada, which had 245.5 
prisoners per 100,000 population, although Nevada has neither 245 pris- 
oners nor 100,00 citizens being the least populous of the states.

Seven Sisters Site Again Under Discussion 


HEARINGS ON 
“SLUSH FUND” 
ARE REOPENED 


Technical Evidence Given 
by Experts Before Royal 
Commission

WINNIPEG, March 28,—Manitboa 
royal commission probe into cam- 
paign fund and = corruption charge 
against the administration of Premier 
John Bracken Wednesday commenced 
in earnest to limit the seope of exam- 
inationy Questions regarding the 
merits of the Seven Sisters contract 
directed to two witnesses, were ruled 

out by the commission 

More than two hours of argument 
engaging commissioners and counsel 
centred during the afternoon 
the relevancy of questions and trends 
of investigation. On one occasion, at- 
ter giving a ruling, the commission 
reversed its stand when Commission- 
er Dysart held that he would not be 
able to rule on the phase of matter 
being investigated unless the matter 
was further considered 

Report Read 

One paragraph of a “report” sent 
to Col, F, G. Taylor, K.C., originator 
of the charges under probe, by Dr 
H, G. Acres, celebrated Niagara Fall 
hydraulic engineer, was read to the 
commission, The entire report, fir 
refused as irrelevant, was later ad- 
mitted for the commission's perusal 
on Mr, Justice Dy t's objection, If 
the contents of the report are found 
to centre only on the merits of the 
Seven Sisters bargain, the matter will 
be closed. 

“In effect, the power contract (he- 
tween the Manttoba government and 
the Winnipeg Electric Company) 1s an 
empty gesture,”’ stated the paragraph 


of Dr, Acres’ “report” read by Hugh 
Phillips, K.C., counsel for Col. Tay- 
lor, It continues: “It does not in the 


least degree mitigate or offset the 
fundamental advantage which acerued 
to the power company in having con- 
firmed to itself for all time the con- 
trol of more than half of the ultimate 
total power capacity of the Winnipeg 
river, The government may well have 
had the best of reasons for making 
this vital concession to the power com- 
pany, but in such event it was some
